DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment received on 1 5 April 2003. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings are required in this application because the Figures are illegible 
and unclear. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings.

3. Claims 1-8, 10-17, and 24-^19 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach that the additional information of the second bar code portion includes the 
same information as the first information and also includes additional information that is 
different fi^om the first information. The best prior art to Lemelson et al. (US 6,032,861) and 
Williams (US 5,920,062) teach supplement/additional information, but does not teach that it 
includes the same information as well.
